The  cadre  of  Sub-Assistant  Surgeons  who  were  receiving  vaccination 
allowance  or  who  were  otherwise  employed  in  the  Vaccination  Department  was 
supplemented  by  six,  four  being  appointed  supervisors  in  Rangoon  Municipality 
and  one  in  Moulmein.  The  Sub-Assistant  Surgeon  in  charge  of  Ye  Hospital  drew 
vaccination  allowance  during  the  year. 

The  permanent  establishment  of  vaccinators  was  increased  by  one  as  the 
result  of  the  creation  of  four  new  appointments,  two  in  Shwebo  district  and  one 
each  in  the  Northern  and  Southern  Shan  States  districts,  and  of  the  abolition  of 
three  appointments,  two  in  Rangoon  Municipality,  and  one  in  Mergui  town. 
Eight  temporary  appointments  in  Mandalay  city  and  three  in  Yamethin  district 
were  abolished.  Eight  district  vaccinators,  vis.,  two  each  from  Bassein  and 
Lower  Chindwin  districts  and  one  each  from  Minbu,  Ma-ubin,  Toungoo,  and 
Henzada  districts,  were  either  removed  or  dismissed  from  the  service. 

The  Supervisors  staff  suffered  loss  by  the  death  of  one  Supervisor  (Han- 
thawaddy  district),  the  resignation  of  two  (Kyaukpyu  and  Pegu  districts),  and  the 
removal  of  the  Supervisor  of  Minbu  district  for  desertion  of  his  post.  The 
Supervisor  of  Magwe  district  was  placed  under  suspension  late  in  March  1922 
for  neglect  of  his  duties. 

2.  Vaccination  Work  performed. — The  total  number  of  operations  performed 
exclusive  of  vaccination  work  in  jails  and  dispensaries  was  650,140  as  against 
670,425  in  the  previous  year,  a  fall  in  total  operations  of  20,285  ;  primary  vaccina¬ 
tion  showing  an  increase  of  9,668  operations,  and  re-vaccination  a  decrease  of 
29,953.  The  deficit  on  last  year’s  figure  for  totals  is  mainly  due  to  the  great 
reduction  in  the  number  of  re-vaccinations  in  Yamethin  district  (less  by  54,329 
owing  to  the  close  of  the  special  vaccination  campaign),  but  this  loss  was  partly 
recouped  by  an  increase  of  20,557  re-vaccinations  in  Akyab  district,  of  6,626  in 
Lower  Chindwin  district,  5,187  in  Kyaukpyu  district,  and  4,739  in  Kyauks6 
district. 

3.  Primary  Vaccination. — Twenty- seven  districts  show  an  increase  in  num¬ 
bers  primarily  vaccinated,  and  thirteen  a  decrease.  In  the  Arakan  Division 
Akyab  district  returned  an  excess  output  of  4,186,  in  addition  to  the  great 
increase  in  re-vaccination  already  mentioned,  and  Kyaukpyu  an  increase  of 
748,  while  Sandoway  showed  a  decrease  of  841  primary  operations.  Great 
energy  on  the  part  of  the  district  staff  is  responsible  for  the  improvement  in 
vaccination  in  Akvab  district,  where  the  outturn  of  primary  operations,  19,794, 
was  only  equalled  once  in  the  previous  ten  years  (1913-14).  Vaccination  work 
in  Sandoway  district  has  been  badly  reported  on  both  by  the  Deputy  Commis¬ 
sioner  and  the  Civil  Surgeon,  and  will  receive  special  attention  in  the  current 
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year.  All  districts  of  Pegu  Division  except  Pegu  district  show  an  increase  in 
primary  vaccination,  the  falling  off  in  Pegu  district  amounting  to  957  operations. 
In  Irrawaddy  Division,  Bassein  district  shows  a  large  decrease  of  5,705  primary 
cases,  and  Myaungmya  district  of  320  ;  while  Pyapon  district  returned  the  very 
satisfactory  increase  of  7,050  cases.  Four  districts  of  Tenasserim  Division  return 
a  deficit  of  primary  operations,  the  decrease  in  Amherst  district  being  16,219, 
and  Thatftn  district  9, 1 1  7.  In  the  former  district  39  cases  of  small-pox  and  in 
the  latter  160  were  reported,  but  these  failed  to  exert  the  usual  stimulus  to 
increase  vaccination  work. 

In  Mandalay  Division  the  total  increase  in  primary  vaccination  was  6,91 7  in 
four  districts,  Bhamo  showing  a  deficit  of  1,197  cases-  Mandalay  district  is  res¬ 
ponsible  for  the  major  part  of  the  increase  (5,828  excess  operations)  ;  nearly  all 
the  excess  operations  ( 4, 1 43)  were  performed  in  Mandalay  city.  Sagaing  Division 
returns  an  increase  in  primary  vaccination  of  8,449  operations,  shared  in,  but  un¬ 
equally,  by  all  five  districts,  Shwebo,  Lower  Chindwin  and  the  Chin  Hills  all  show¬ 
ing  an  excess  of  over  2,000,  the  Upper  Chindwin  district  of  only  1 7 1  operations. 
Three  districts  of  Magwe  Division  show  an  increase,  Thayetmyo  district  alone 
having  a  deficit  of  89  operations  ;  the  balance  in  the  direction  of  excess  being 
3,414.  In  Meiktila  Division  there  was  a  falling  off  of  2,996  primary  operations, 
Yam&thin  showing  a  decrease  of  3,441  and  Kyauksb  district  of  709.  The 
highest  increase  was  that  of  748  in  Myingyan  district. 

There  was  an  increase  of  2,331  primary  operations  in  the  Northern  Shan 
States,  while  the  Southern  Shan  States  shows  a  deficit  of  156  operations. 

Reviewing  the  figures  oiven  in  detail  above  in  the  light  of  further  information 
available,  it  is  seen  that  much  credit  attaches  to  the  work  of  the  district  vaccina¬ 
tion  staffs  in  Akyab,  Tharrawaddy  and  Pyap6n  districts  for  the  improved  outturn 
of  primary  operations,  while  most  of  the  increase  in  Mandalay  district  is  to  the 
credit  of  the  vaccination  establishment  employed  in  Mandalay  city.  In  PyapSn 
district  the  increase  is  70  per  cent,  on  the  previous  year’s  record,  and  goes  a  long 
way  to  wipe  out  the  old  record  of  inefficiency  and  sloth  which  attached  to  the 
vaccination  staff  of  that  district  up  to  1915.  The  progress  made  is  illustrated 
by  a  comparison  of  the  mean  annual  outturn  of  primary  operations  in  the  five- 
year’s  1910-11  to  1914-15,  viz.,  3,573.  with  that  for  the  following  five-years 
1915-16  to  1919-20 —  8,846,  and  again  with  the  figures  for  the  year  under  review 
17,727  ;  another  satisfactory  feature  of  the  year’s  work  is  the  general  increase  of 
primary  operations  in  Upper  Burma  districts,  only  5  out  of  20,  or  one-quarter, 
showing  a  deficit  against  8  districts  out  of  20  in  Lower  Burma  (Hill  District  of 
Arakan  is  excluded  as  returning  precisely  similar  figures  for  the  two  years 
contrasted).  The  increase  of  17,959  primary  operations  in  the  Upper  Burma 
districts  compares  favourably  with  the  deficit  of  8,291  in  Lower  Burma  districts, 
but  the  analysis  show's  that  the  bulk  of  this  deficit  has  to  be  credited  to  two 
districts  of  the  Tenasserim  Division  and  one  of  the  Irrawaddy  Division. 

4.  Re-vaccination. —  1  he  large  increase  in  the  numbers  of  this  class  of 

operation  performed  in  Akyab,  Kyaukpyu  and  Lowrer  Chindwin  districts,  and  the 
great  decrease  in  Yamhthin  district  have  already  been  adverted  to  in  paragraph  3. 
Ten  districts  in  all  in  Lower  and  ten  in  Upper  Burma  return  an  increased  output 
in  re-vaccination,  and  eleven  in  Lower  Burma  and  ten  in  Upper  Burma  return  a 
deficit.  The  stimulus  resulting  from  the  prevalence  of  small-pox  was  lacking  in 
most  districts,  and  no  doubt  this  is  responsible  for  a  falling  off  in  re-vaccination 
where  this  was  registered,  but,  per  contra ,  there  was  little  or  none  in  those  districts 
which  showed  a  great  increased  output  of  re-vaccination, — and  there  wras  a  notable 
degree  of  prevalence  of  small-pox  in  some  districts,  e.g.  Amherst,  Thaton  and 
Sagaing,  which  failed  to  reach  the  previous  year’s  record.  In  Kvauksfc  district  a 
laudable  attempt  to  carry  out  a  re-vaccination  campaign  without  increase  of  staff 
resulted  indeed  in  achieving  some  4,739  additional  re-vaccinations,  but  was 
probably  responsible  for  the  falling  off  of  709  in  primary  vaccination.  It  is  not 
surprising  that  the  cessation  of  the  vigorous  vaccination  campaign  in  Yamfethin 
district  wras  marked  not  only  by  an  enormous  decrease  in  re-vaccinations  (from 
57>°i2  in  1920-21  to  2,683  in  1921-22),  but  also  by  a  decrease  of  3,441  primary 
operations.  , 

5.  Results  of  Vaccination . — The  percentage  of  successful  cases  of  which 
the  results  were  known  was  in  primary  vaccination  98'07,  in  re -vaccination  58*46, 
as  against  97*48  and  5570  respectively  in  1920-21.  In  the  case  of  primary 
operations  the  "highest  percentage  success  accrues  to  Sagaing,  Pyapdn  and 
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Tharrawaddy  districts,  which  returned  99*87,  99*85,  and  99*83  per  cent,  respectively. 
Pegu  Division  as  a  whole  with  a  ratio  ot  99*30,  gave  the  highest  percentage  of 
successful  primary  cases,  and  the  Shan  States  the  lowest  with  90*36  per  cent. 
Mergui,  as  in  last  year,  returned  a  low  primary  success  ratio  of  83*44  per  cent. 
The  Civil  Surgeon  states  that  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  communications  it  has 
been  impossible  on  many  occasions  to  use  the  lymph  within  the  prescribed  period. 

The  highest  percentage  of  successful  re-vaccinations  was  returned  by 
Kyaukse  with  90  35  per  cent.  Upper  and  Lower  Chindwin  gave  returns  of  84*62 
and  83*51  respectively. 

6.  Vaccination  in  Towns  . — In  60  towns  in  which  vaccination  has  been  made 
compulsory  41,1 10  primary  and  46,208  re-vaccinations  were  performed  during  the 
year,  an  increase  over  last  year’s  figures  of  5,158  in  the  case  of  the  former  opera¬ 
tion  and  9,992  in  the  case  of  the  latter.  The  percentages  of  successful  primary 
operations  and  re-vaccinations  were  respectively  98*64  and  59*46  as  against  98*42 
and  54*24  respectively  in  1920-21.  Twenty  towns  show  a  decrease  in  primary 
work,  the  most  conspicuous  being  Myaungmya  with  191  against  683,  Kawkareik. 
with  188  against  767,  Kyaikto  with  86  against  299  and  Bassein  with  1,122 
against  1,765. 

7.  Infant  Vaccination  in  Towns. — Among  towns  in  which  a  large  number 
of  infants  remained  unprotected  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  Kyaikto  with  56*6 
per  cent.,  Kyaukpyu  with  60*3  per  cent.,  Sandoway  with  6ri  per  cent.,  Wakdma 
with  70*4  per  cent.,  Kawkareik  with  50*4  per  cent.  There  is  evidence  in  the  recent 
census  returns  that  in  many  towns  only  about  half  of  the  children  born  are  regis¬ 
tered,  the  intercensal  increase  corresponding  to  a  birth-rate  averaging  about  50*00 
per  milie,  while  the  registered  birth-rate  averages  25*00,  and  it  must  therefore  be 
assumed  that  the  actual  state  of  infant  vaccination  in  some  of  these  towns  is 
even  worse  than  the  above  figures  indicate. 

8.  Dispensary  Vaccination. — The  total  number  vaccinated  in  dispensaries 
amounted  to  5,810,  representing  an  increase  of  1,585  in  pri  mary  operations  and  a 
decrease  of  18  in  re- vaccinations.  No  dispensary  vaccination  was  performed  in 
the  following  districts  :  Akyab,  Sandoway,  Pegu,  Pyapon,  Toungoo,  Thatdn,  l'avoy, 
Mergui,  Bhamo,  Putao,  Yamethin,  Kyauksd,  Myingyan,  Lower  Chindwin  and 
Thayetmyo.  Kyaukpyu  district  shows  an  increase  of  290  dispensary  operations; 
Tharrawaddy  district  of  815  primary  and  989  re- vaccinations  ;  and  in  Myitkyina 
district  the  increase  was  6 77  total  operations.  All  districts  in  Magwe  Division 
and  all  except  Shwebo  in  Sagaing  Division  show  a  falling  off  in  dispensary 
vaccination. 

9.  Vaccination  in  Jails . — In  Jails  and  Jail  Hospitals  7,00.0  primary  opera¬ 
tions  and  25,652  re-vaccinations  were  performed  in  an  average  population  of 
1  7, 194.  The  percentage  of  successes  in  the  case  of  primary  operations  was  53*59 
and  of  re-vaccinations  55*24  per  cent.  It  is  probable  that  nearly  ali  so-called 
primary  operations  were  performed  on  previously  protected  persons. 

10.  Vaccination  by  Private  Practitioners. — Private  practitioners  performed 
7,294  operations,  of  which  3,589  were  primary  cases  with  91*53  per  cent,  of 
successes.  The  results  of  227  primary  operations  and  2,549  re-vaccinations  were 
unknown. 

11.  Steamer  Vaccination. —  In  the  port  of  Rangoon  18,366  passengers  on 
arrival  by  steamer  from  the  various  Indian  ports  were  vaccinated,  but,  with  the 
exception  of  two,  the  results  of  none  of  these  cases  could  be  verified.  The  Civil 
Surgeon,  Akyab,  states  that  immigrants  and  crews  who  arrived  at  the  port  by 
three  ships  with  cases  of  small-pox  on  board  were  vaccinated. 

12.  Verification  of  results. — Of  a  total  of  655,829  persons  vaccinated  during 
the  year,  the  Civil  Surgeons  and  Health  Officers  claim  to  have  inspected  the 
results  of  54,162  or  10*94  Per  cent-  primary  cases,  and  19,411  or  12*06  percent, 
re-vaccination  cases  ;  while  the  Supervisors  of  Vaccination  verified  276,121  or 
55*80  per  cent,  primary,  and  7 1,603  or  44*48  per  cent,  re- vaccinations.  The  amount 
ot  verification  work  performed  by  the  lormer  class  ot  officers  was  almost  the  same 
as  in  the  previous  year  ;  the  Civil  Surgeon,  Lower  Chindwin  district,  neads  the  list 
with  59  49  per  cent,  verified  primary  and  42*88  per  cent,  verified  re-vaccination 
cases  to  his  credit.  Other  Civil  Surgeons  who  have  done  a  creditable  amount  of 
inspection  work  were  those  of  Meiktila  (46*75  per  cent.),  Kyaukse  (38*41  per  cent.), 
Tavoy  (37  28  per  cent  ),  and  Y'am&thin  (30*86  per  cent.),  ail  primary  cases.  The 
Civil  Surgeon,  Thayecmyo,  did  not  inspect  a  single  case  of  vaccination  during  the 
year.  Supervisors  of  Vaccination  who  report  having  done  the  highest  amount  ot 
verification  work  are  those  of  the  Southern  Shan  States  (91*41),  Tayoy  (85*09), 
Insein  (83*81),  Meiktila  (83*60),  Rangoon  (81*98),  and  Pyapdn  (81*38). 
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Relatively  poor  work  was  performed  by  the  two  supervisors  employed  in  Henzada 
district ;  their  circles  ot  supervision  were  limited  to  a  subdivision  only,  but  they 
only  verified  between  them  42*07  per  cent,  of  primary  operations  and  9*17  per  cent, 
of  re-vaccination  cases. 

13.  Vaccine  Depots,  Meiktila  and  Rangoon. — The  total  number  of  calves 
inoculated  in  the  Meiktila  Depot  during  the  year  was  305  as  compared  with  376 
in  1920-21.  Of  this  number,  25  calves  either  failed  to  re-act  or  yielded  lymph 
of  poor  quality  which  was  rejected.  Ten  other  calves  were  rejected  as  they 
developed  foot  and  mouth  disease.  The  average  yield  per  successfully  inoculated 
calf  was  26*35  gimmes  as  compared  with  28*1  in  1920-21. 

The  issue  of  lymph  to  Superintendents  of  Vaccination  and  others  totalled 
899,460  doses  against  951,108  in  the  previous  year.  Out  of  375,955  primary 
vaccinations,  of  which  the  results  were  reported  to  the  Depot  98*20  per  cent, 
were  returned  as  successful  against  97*62  in  1920-21. 

The  Director  has  again  called  attention  to  the  great  wastage  of  lymph 
supplied  to  various  officers  in  the  districts.  I  he  places  where  a  great  wastage 
occurred  were  Sandoway,  44  40  per  cent.,  Prome  35*93  per  cent.,  Bassein  38*21 
per  cent.,  Mayrnyo  45' 13  per  cent.,  Upper  Chindwfin  53*16  per  cent,  and 
Kutkai,  in  Northern  Shan  States,  57*43  per  cent.  The  attention  of  the  respon¬ 
sible  officers  in  these  places  has  been  drawn  to  this  wastage  and  they  have  been 
asked  to  pay  attention  to  the  matter  and  to  indent  for  no  more  than  the  actual 
quantity  required. 

The  total  cost  of  the  Depot  during  the  year  was  Rs.  31,436-6-11  as  against 
Rs.  22,238-0-11  in  the  previous  year.  A  sum  of  Rs.  2,799-5-11  which  was 
realised  from  the  sale  of  calves  was  refunded  to  the  Treasury  ;  the  nett  expen¬ 
diture  therefore  amounted  to  Rs.  28,637-1-0  or  an  increase  of  Rs.  10,31 7-3-5  on 
that  of  the  previous  year.  The  large  increase  was  due  to  the  revision  of  pay  and 
allowances  of  the  staff  employed  in  the  Depdt,  which  was  sanctioned  with  effect 
from  the  sst  March  1920,  including  arrears,  in  addition  a  larger  number  of 
apprentice  vaccinators  on  an  enhanced  rate  of  stipend  was  trained  in  the  Dep6t 
than  in  the  last  year.  The  cost  of  manufacture  of  each  dose  of  lymph  was  5*85 
pies  as  against  3*70  pies  in  the  previous  year. 

14.  Training  Class. —  Five  Supervisors  of  vaccination  and  71  Apprentice 
Vaccinators  were  trained  during  the  year.  One  Supervisor  was  still  under  training 
at  the  close  of  the  year. 

In  the  Rangoon  Depot  29,336  grains  of  pulp  were  obtained  from  62 
inoculated  calves,  or  an  average  yield  of  468*32  grains  per  calf.  The  percentage 
of  primary  cases  returned  as  successful  was  9973. 

15.  Cost  of  the  Vaccination  Department. — The  total  cost  of  the  Vaccina¬ 
tion  Department  during  the  year  was  Rs.  3, 16,417-10-2  against  Rs.  2,58,101-6-7 
last  year  or  an  increase  of  Rs.  58,316-3-7.  The  increase  was  chiefly  due  to  the 
raising  of  pay  of  the  vaccinators,  in  all  the  districts  except  Northern  and  Southern 
Shan  States,  from  Rs.  20 — 1 — 30  to  Rs.  30 — 1 — 50  with  effect  from  the  1st 
March  1920,  whereon  all  of  them  drew  arrears  of  pay  during  the  year  under  report. 
Consequent  on  the  rise  in  their  pay  the  travelling  allowance  drawn  by  the  district 
vaccinators  also  automatically  increased.  The  average  cost  of  each  successful 
case  of  vaccination  was  Re.  0-9-7  as  against  Re-  0-7-9  in  the  last  year.  The 
district  of  Lower  Chindwin  returned  the  lowest  cost  per  case  of  successful 
vaccination  (Re.  0-3-6).  Next  comes  Kyaukpyu  with  Re.  0-4-5,  Akyab  Re. 
0-4-8;  Sagaing  Re.  0-5-3;  Tharrawaddy  Re.  0-6-1  ;  Kyauksk  Re.  0-6-5;  an(l 
Ma-ubin  Re.  0-6-8.  The  districts  from  which  the  highest  cost  per  successful 
case  was  returned  were  Hill  District  of  Arakan  Rs.  2-0-10  and  Mergui  Rs.  1-0-7. 
The  cost  per  case  in  other  districts  ranged  from  Re.  0-7-0  in  Minbu  to  Re.  0-14-2 
in  Insein. 

16.  General  Remarks. — Captain  Aung  Tun,  B.A.,  M.B.,  Ch.B.,  was  in 
charge  of  the  Vaccine  Depot,  Meiktila,  throughout  the  year.  Assistant  Director 
S.  Muthuswamy  Iyer  relinquished  charge  of  his  duties  on  the  19th  June  1921  on 
transfer  to  the  Medical  Department  and  Sub-Assistant  Surgeon  Man  Singh 
assumed  charge  as  Assistant  Director  from  that  date.  These  officers  all  carried 
out  their  duties  efficiently  and  the  successful  results  obtained  are  to  their  credit.
